I  herewith  present  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1939* 

The  Ministry  of  Health  have  directed  that  this  Report  should  be 

confined  to  essential  and  urgent  matters  which  have  affected 
the  public  health  during  the  year  19 39 • 

The  general  health  of  this  Borough  has  boon  vory  good  and  there 
has  been  nothing  unusual  to  record  throughout  this  poriod. 

The  most  noteworthy  event  has  been  that  the  Town  Council  in  the 
Autumn  docidod  on  tho  Free-  Immunisation  against  Diphtheria 
and  a  considerable  number  of  children  have  already  been 
immunised  in  consequence.  I  have  great  hopes  that  most  of 
the  children  between  one  year  and  sixteen  years  of  age  will 
eventually  be  protected  in  this  way  from  this  terriblo  scourge. 

A  start  has  at  last  boon  made  with  tho  work  in  connection  with 
the  now  scheme  for  tho  Water  Supply  of  this  Town  and  it  is 
hoped  that  it  will  be  completed  early  in  194-0.

Dr.  E.  Wordley,  of  Plymouth,  carries  out  any  Bacteriological 
or "TaFEological  investigations  which  may  be  necessary. 


la*.  Rsntoul ,  the  County  Orthopaedic  Officer,  attends  once 
'“‘“'“'a  InoPrFh  at  the  Orthopaedic  Clinic,  the  Welfare  Centre, 
Fair  Park,  Liskeard,  and  one  or  two  County  Orthopaedic 
Sisters  attend  once  a  week  for  the  treatment  of 
approved  cases.

Vaccinator.
